or auarice, but for the requitall 
of your greateſt benefits, 1 gaue

| tient in aduerſities, and proud 
forthe Common-wealth : much 
care attends the ch:efelt com- 
mand , and many vaſt labours :

: and Lands, are indangered an 
| harraged with the warres. 
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The firſt Oration of the inſtitution

ercedilyd: bred by mertals : be- 
cauſe, as if it had beenc cut of

ted with any. Bur experience 
hath taught thatco be true, which 
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Appins in his verſes ſaith ; That 
euery man is a forger ofthis owne 
fortune : and this is verified eſpe- 
cially inthee, who haſt fo farre 
outgone others, that men are firſt 
wearied with praiſing thy deeds, 
then thou -art. of. doing things 
praiſe-worthy. 

But vertuous acquiſitions, like 
edifices, ought to bepteſerned with 
very much induſtry ; leſt they be 
deformed with neg ligence,or ruined 
through weakeneſſe. For no man 
willmgly reſianes rule to another, 
and althouzh bee bee good, and 
milde, wha can doe moſt ; yet be- 
cauſe it is lawfull for hmm to bee 
wicked, be us feared. 

Tais happeneth, for that many 
men, who are powerfull in au- 
thority, counſlell peruerfly ; and 
thinke themſelues by ſo much 
the more fortified, by how much 
thoſe,ouer whom they command, 
haue beene the more wicked.But 
this ought to be indeuoured a- 
gainſt; that thou being vertuous 
and | 
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and valiant, mayſt command o- 
uer the belt. For every man that 
is moſt lewde, with moſt difficulty 
ſuffreth a gouernony, 

Buc chis is more laborious for 
thee, then for all men before thee, 
to fſerele an eſtate gotten by 
Armes, Thou hatt managed a 
warre more gentle then the peace 
of others : befides the -conque- 
red are Cittizens. Amonglt thele 
difhculties thou muſt make an 
euvaſlion,and for euer hereafter the 
Commonwealth is to be confir- 
med, not by armes onely,nor a- 


— 


oainlſt enemies, but which is grea- 
ter, and harder by farre, with the 
profitable Arts of peace. 

| Therefore the occaſion ſum- 
[mons hither all, who are much 
and meanely wiſe ; that euery 
manſhoud aduiſe the beſt he can. 
And this ſecmes ſo to me, that in 
that manner, as thou ſhalc ſettle 
the victory, all things will ſuc- 
ceed, But now, that thou mayeſt
